WASHINGTON, D. C., February 9,.--Last sum- 
mer Colonel William F. Switzler, chief of the 
bureau of statistics, anticipating the growiag 
interest in the resources and new industries of 
the south, madea trip through those states. 
He selected with care a staff of assistants, and 
arranged for the collection and compilation of 
the latest information bearing on the subject, 
The result isa publication of 740 pages, from 
an advance copy of which the following are 


taken; 
NORTH CAROLINA WOODEN DISHES. 
There is at New Berne a factory for manu- 
facturing plates and dishes from gumwood. 
It isthe only factory of thiskind. Its capacity 
is $0,000 per day. Four hundred and fifty 


sweetgum logs, forty-eight inches long, are. 


used per week, and four large flats are kept 
running to float in the logs. Engines with 
200 horse power drive the machinery, and the 
factory is run on full time to keep up with its 
contracts. The capital invested is $20,000, and 
the amount paid in wages is about $21,000, 

THE ALABAMA COAL FIELDS. 

The output of English coal mines is esti- 
mated by Mr. Robert P. Porter to be 160,000,000 
tens annually. Professor McCallcy, the assist- 
ant state geologist of Alabama, estimates that 
the coal known to exist in Alabama will last 
700 years at 160,000,000 tous annual consump- 
ticn. ‘The mines are easily worked, and water 
isabundant. The coal area is contingent ter- 
ritory, lying in the upper tier of central coun- 
ties. The dimensions are about 45,500 square 
miles, 

GEORGIA RESOURCES. 

Gold is found in fifty-six counties: copper, 
i: thirteen counties, asbestos, in twelve 
counties; manganese. in four counties; mica, 
in six counties (in paying quantities); dia- 
words, precious stones, ete, in twenty-six 
eounties; galena, in seven counties; silver, 
in three counties; graphite, in nine counties; 
kaolin, in five counties: fireclay, in three 
counties; limestene, in thirty-one counties: 
Bubrstone, in twenty-seven counties: marl, 
in twenty-nine counties; green sand, in foue 
counties; marble, in nine counties: coal, in 
three counties: baryta, in two counties; ser- 
pentine, in eight counties; soapstone, in 
eight counties (suitable for building purposes); 
sandstone, in nine counties; lithographic stone 
is found in Walker county; polishing stone, in 
three counties. 

MISSISSIPPI FARMS, 

The people of Mississippi are convinced that 
the old style farming of 1860—large farms and 
mostly cotton—will not do for the present sys- 
tem of labor and condition of things; but the 
true road to prosperity leads through small 
farms and diversification of crops, or the inten- 
sive system—small area and large yields—and 
to this fact the prosperity of the state is greatly 
due. The following will show the improve- 
ment made in thit direction since 1260:

We have as much land in cultivation as we 
had in 1860, and the product nearly the same, 
if any difference it is in favor of the present: 
the manufacturing over 100 per cent ahead, 
and the new industries about 50 per cent ahead. 

A PINE LEAF MANUFACTORY, 

The manufacture of pine leaf into a material 
to be used in the arts, so far as known, is pur- 
sued only in North Carolina. The works are 
built in Cronly, a station on the Carolina (en- 
tral railroad, seventeen miles from Wilming- 
ton. Thedaily product is 1,500 pounds of 
pine leaf hairand curled pinestraw, sold to 
furniture and carriage manufacturers for stuff- 
ing cushions, chairs, sofas, etc., while the lat- 
ter is used exclusively for mattresses, and is 
so prepared as to preserve the  balsamie 
odor, tor which medicinal virtues are 
claimed, Inthe process of manufacture an 
oil is distilled, called pinoleum, that is consid- 
ered valuable for itscurative properties. ‘The 
mattresses are sold largely for hospital pur- 
poses, and a Jarge trade for all the products of 
the factory has been established in the north- 
ern Statesand Canada. Carders, looms and 
spinners haye been added, and the fiber is 
converted into carpets and mattings, which 
will be both useful and healthful; The natur- 
al color is brown, like the dried straw, but the 
fiber takes and holds dyes as well as any fiber, 
and better than most,and can be bleached nearly 
white. 

A VIRGINIA COUNTY’S TRUCK PATCHES. 

The total pigiron production of the state in 
1885 was 163,7§2 tons, of which that made with 
charcoal was 12,048 tons, leaving as the product 
of coke furnaces 151,154 tons. Put this at an 
average of $15 per ton at the furnace, about 
what it was worth, and it amounted to $2,267,- 
610. The fruits of Norfolk county yielded 
$404,125, the “trucks” (vegetables) yielded 
$1,882,918, a total of $2,287,043; excess of value 
over all the pigiron made with coke in the 
state, $20,033, 

The growth of the iron industry has been 
such astoattract widespread attention through- 
out the country, and is cause of gratulation in 
all the coal and iron-bearing counties in the 
state, and yct here in one single tidewater 
county the orchards, gardens, farms and truck 
patches have brought into the state moro net 
money in one year (18"5) than all the coke 
furnaces have done. Or, putting profit realized 
on coal by the mineowners and shippers at iifty 
cepts pct per ton, it required the mining and 
selling of 4,574,0¢6 tons of coal to yield a profit 
equal to the value of Norfolk county’s fruits 
and vegetables. How much of the gross value 
is protit dees not appear, but it must be very 
large. May we not say, in the language of 
Holy Writ, ‘Depise not the day of smal 
things!” 

AN ALABAMA ILLUSTRATION OF FREE TRADE. 

At Helena, Shelby county, a manufactiny 
of cotton ties was established and operated 
about eight years ago—Is7s8. It fell into the 
hands of Governor k. W. Cobb, as part proprie- 
tor. Ibavea ktr from him in which he 
answers my inquiry as to the cause of the 
suspension Of his works. He gives asthe 
cause the impossibility of making cotton ties 
with the pig iron within twenty miles of the 
rojling mills, and the raw material within five 
miles of the bjast furnace, to compete with 
Englich ties so long as the tariff is ad valorem 
on the English invoice. Thus we find that 
cotton grown and made ready for bearing 
within ten miles of a mill willing to manufac- 
ture the tics to bind it must send te Eng- 
land in the interest of free trade for the 
ties. I am informed the English invoice, 
under she ad-volorem tariff, has driven out of 
business every cotton-tie manufactory in the 
United States. Iam personally aware of the 
fact, as a cotton-planter, that since the closing 
of the American cotton-tie manufactories it 
has not been possible to buy in the market a 
suitable tie. ‘The cage has this much of appli- 
cation to Alabama agriculture: If the ties for 
the Alabama cotton crop, say 6,000,000 pounds 
of ties could be made in Alabama, the popula- 
tion engeged tn their manufacture and trans- 
portatation of raw materials, etc., would be fed 
by Alabama farmers at a profit. 

GEORGIA GRANITE, 

A gray granite ef excellent charaacter as a 
building material is found near the Chattahoo- 
chee river in its course across the state. This 
appears at intervalsin the northeastern parts of 
the state and spreads out over a large area south 
of Atlanta. This isa fine-grained feldspathic 
granite, speckled with adark colored mica. 
Stone mountain, in DeKalb county, isa cone 
of denuded granite of this character, standing 
600 fect higher than the sarrounding country. 

The cevelopment of the exhaustless quarries 
of thos material has hardly begun. The South- 
ern Grapite company, organized in May, 18%%;, 
has invested $120,000 in the development of 
these quarries, paying $75 090 for Stone moun- 
tain, at which place they are preparing to 
work thestone on a large seale. The prodact 
forthe first month of the existence of the 
company was $230,000. The estimated 
value of the produci of this company 
for the first year is $500,000. The principal 
streets of the city of Atlanta are paved with 
this granite from Stone mountain, and the 
company now is filling large contracts for 
street work in Cincinnati, 0., Columbos, O. 

iamapolis, Ind., and other northern and 
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between 300and 400 men 

about two-thirds of whom are negroes. This 
company also has worksat Lithonia, in DeKalb 
county. , 
THE FI.ORIDA ORANGE CROP, 

A phenomenal success the o culture in 
Florida hassurely been. In season of 
1879-80 the crop of oranges in Florida was esti- 
mated at about 100,000 boxes of 150 oranges 
each. It was then scarcely the practice to es- 
timate by boxes, but by the number of thon- 
sand oranges, and gradually by the number of 
mixions. Now those terms of computation are 
obsolete, and the estimate is made by the num- 
ber of thousands of boxes. ; 

From 1879-80 there was an increase in the 
preduct up to 1884-55, when the estimate is 
made and generally accepted of 1,000,000 boxes 
of oranges alone, not including lemens or any 
other of the citrons varieties, of which no ap- 
proximate estimate has been reported. A sup- 
position is stated by an experienced party that 
in 1884-85 there may have been 25,000 boxes of 
lemons shipped from the state. 

The net proceeds of the 1,000,000 boxes in 
1884-85 is given at $150 per box, making a re- 
turn of $1,500,000; gross, $2,500,000, 

The advance in quantity of product is cer- 
tainly astonishing—from 100,000 to 1,000,000 
boxes in five years. 

WINE-MAKING IN VIRGINIA, 

Ten years ago the cultivation of the grape 
and wine-making in Virginia attracted but 
little attention. Twocellars, the one from 1830 
to 1885, and the other from 1873 to 1885, have 
jointly produced 426,500 gallons of wine, 
worth $377,850 from a neighborhood extending 
some ten miles from the cellars. (Certainly a 
wery promising new industry. Monsieur G. 
Arnand, superintendent of the Monticello 
Wine company’s works at Charlottesville, Va., 
says: ““You seem te be anxious of knowing my 
impressions about the country, and specially 
the land adjoining the railroad from here to 
Richmond. The frequent visits that I make 
to Fredericksburg, by the way of the Chesa- 
peake and Chio and of the Richmond, Fred- 
ericksburg and Potomac railways, enable me 
to satisfy your anxiety.” 

THE SOUTH CAROLINA PHOSPHATE MINES, 

The phosphate rock deposits of the state form 
her most important and valuable mining inter- 
est. The rock is found in streams and on land. 
The stream or “river rock” occurs at the bot- 
tom of various streams and rivers, and is raised 
by hard with tongs or by powerful steam 
dredges, which furnish the bulk of the supply. 
A royalty of 31 per ton of crude rock is paid 
to the state on al! rock mined in the navigable 
streams of the state, all such mining. being 
dene under license from the state. This 
royalty, amouniing in 1885, (year 
ending August 31) to $176,- 
72491, forms an important part of the revenue 
of thestate. The land rock deposits are the 
property of individuals or corporations, and 
pay no royalty to the state. The rock occurs 
at various depths, ten feet being the limit of 
economical excavation, and is obtained entire- 
ly by surface mining. The economic excaya- 
tion and utilization efriver rock dates back 
from about the year 1870; of land rock from 
1667. The production of land rock has in- 
creased from 1%,000 tons in 1868 to 1870 to 221.- 
00O tons in Ilsa5: of river rock from 1,9s9 
tons to 171,671 tons; the total of land and 
river rock from 19,08? tons to 395,761 tons. 
The total amount of land rock produced from 

1868 to 1885 (both inclusive) was 1,697,090 
tons; of river rock, 1,401,082; a total of 3,09s,- 
0&2 tons, which, at an average selling price of 
$6 per ton, gives 318,588,492 asthe product of 
this industry. It can be easily understood that 
the development of this industry has proven 
an indispensable factor in the recuperation of 
the lower, or seacoast portion of the state, from 
the disastrous effects of the war between the 
states. 
A MODEL MILL TOWN. 

The Alman woolen mill is situated at Al- 
manville, near Bay St. Louis, in Hancock 
county. -Hands employed, 500. This mill 
manufactures the finest cassimeres, flannels, 
jeans, plaids, tweeds, shawls and blankets. 

The following sketch is from the pen of Hon. 
J. F. Clairborne: 

“Mr. A. A. Alman, @ young confederate 
soldier, entered the service at sixteen, and xp- 
turned home after the war. Commenced oper- 
ations by laying off one mile square of land, 
fronting on the bay, within the corporate 
limits of Bay St. Louis, with lots, squares and 
streets, which he called Almanyille, in honor 
of his father, an oldand highly valued citizen. 
He donated lets for public uses, and on one of 
them he has erected one of the most beautiful 
churches in the state—Crace church—sewi- 
Gothic or Elizabethan in style of architecture. 
He next erected a woolen mill, after 
the most approved style, having first 
personally examined all the most 
successful mills of this kind in the United 
States. He purchased the most approved ma- 
ehinery; but his inventive genius supplied ad: 
ditional and important improvements. At this 
factory the dirty, unwashed wool is purchased, 
cleansed, assorted, carded, spun and woven 
into the finest cassimeres, flannels, plaids, tweeds, 
jeavs, shaw!s and blankets; goods thatare all 
wool, and will stand a comparison with any in 
the world, Theblankets arethe most beauti- 
ful that I have ever seen, pearly white, hril- 
liant in the sunlight, and soft as down.” 

A WONDERIUL COMBINATION OF RESOURCES 


It is especially worthy of note that the Pratt 
coal mines supply all the coke and coking coal 
used by the Alabama furnaces, and that no 


other Alabama coal hasthus far been found | 


which will make eoke, which coke, when 


made, will make a good quality of iron. There | 
are Alabama ceals which will make a pretty | 


ccke tolook at,and this coke will make a 
pretty iron, in all outward evidences, good for 
use. But the iron will not bear working up at 
the foundries and blacksmith shops. The 
Pratt minesscam makes a better coke for 
making iron than any in the Unitel 
States, because itis freer from sulphur and 
other chemicals which injnre iron more than 
any other. Only the Connellsville seam of all 
in Pennsylvania will makeacoke suitable to 
makeiron. There is comparatively a small 
part of the coal of the union which will make 
coke pure enough to make iron. The Pratt 
mines coal is inexhaustible. It will not well 
bear transportation, because it is too pure and 
soft. The mines are within six miles of Red 
mountain, a bank of red hematite fifty-five 
miles long, and existing as an apparently 
solid mass ofore toan unknown depth. Be- 
tween thesummit of Red mountain and the 
Pratt mines lies the best limestone, inexhaust- 
ible in supply. The coal seams of the state are 
capable of supplying an immense commerce in 
their output, which is not vulnerable to the 
complaint justly made against the Pratt coal; 
that is, want of adaptability toa general and 
distant commerce. 

It would therefore appear that nature had 
provided for the conversion of Red mountain 
into iron by placing the coking coal, which can 
not be profitably exported fromm its vicinity, in 
sight of it. 

GEORGIA’S RENAISSANCE IN IRON WORKING. 

It is a remarkable fact that in 1480 Georgia 
had the same number of rolling mills as in 
1£59, viz.: two. Of the two rolling mills in the 
state in 1859, one was situated at Etowah, built 
in 184%, aud the other at Atlanta, built in 1853, 
In 1#80 one of the two rolling mills in the state 
was in Atlanta and the other at Rome. At the 
beginning of the year 1886 there is not a regu- 
lar rolling will in the state. 

The first iron furmace in Georgia was the 
“equee fornace, near Clarkesville, built in 1832 
aud abandoned in 1537. The Etowah furnace, 
on Stamp creek, Cass county (now Bartow}, 
wes built in 1837 and abandoned in 1844. The 
Allatoona fu: nace, in Cass county, was builtin 
1844, The Lewis furnace, in Cass county, was 
built in 1847. The Union furnace and the 
Cartersville furnace, both in Cass county, were 
builtin 1852, The Clear Creek furnace, in 
Walker county. was built in 1852. These wers 
all charcoal furnaces, and were all abandoned 
before or during the war. 

The furnaces in the state at the present time 
of which I can obtain any reliable information 
are the following: The Walker Iron and Coal 
company, at Rising Fawn, in Dade county, 
with a capital of $200,000 employing 300 hands, 
mostly negroes, prcducing annually $475,000 
worth of pigiron; the Etna furnace company, 
at Etna, Polk county, with an operating capi- 
tal of $30,000, employing 100 hands and prodac- 
ing annually about $60,000 worth of pgiron, 
the Cherokee iron company, of Cedartown, 
Polk county, and the Ridge Valley iron com- 
pany, of Hermitage, Floyd county. The 
two named do not give their annual product. |

SILK CULTURE IN MISSISSIPPI. 
The rilk culture of Mississippi has increased: 
very rapidly, and promises larger development 
in the future. Mr. L.S. Crozier, of Corinth, 


* Miss., the representative of the Mississippi and 


Lovisiana Silk association, reports as follows: 

“In 1842, when I moved to Corinth, Miss, 
from Louisiana, my correspondents in Missis- 
sippi only canine forty-two. At the end of 
the year 1883 some 600 more names were added 
to the number of silk culturists. This rapid 
increase was due to the establishment ofa 
market for cocoons and a filature at this place. 
I count now (1556) 1,055 names amongst my 
customers, but this is not all of the silk cuitur- 
ists in the state. Mr. Fasmont, of Raleigh, N. 
C.; . Herbelin, -of North Carolina, 
and Mrs. Doche, of this plate, have a 
similar list of about the same number as 
mine. I would say there are 2,000 people rais- 
ing silk worms, or ready to do so in the st3ts. 
The cocoons sent tothe Corinth market last 
year were valued at 32,000, and to other places 
S2,000, or about 34,000 in the state. Since that 
date the filature was burned and the business 
suspended. Now two gentlemen from Hayti 
have bought land and houses in this place, 
with the intention of estadlishing one or two 
silk stations or filatures, but they are just be- 


8uning, and no data of the business can as vet 


be given.” 
COCOANUTS, PINEAPPLES AND BANANAS. 

Pineapples are grown in large quantities on 
the Indian river, Florida Keys, Volusia and 
Orange counties. We estimate the crop to 
be over 100,000 dozen. The frait is noted for 
its fine flavor, and some varieties grow to 
immense size, weighing from ten to twelve 
pounds. The largest portion of the crop is 
shipped to northern and western markets. 
Many growers have found the business profit- 
able, and much interest is taken in this 
branch of industry, as transportation facili- 
ties are increasing yearly. 

Bananas have only claimed the attention of 
a few, and the results have far exceeded their 
expectations, as the fruit grows to perfection, 
but needs some improvement in culture to 
equal the fruit that is imported from the West 
Indies. The cropisestimated from 1,500 to 
2,000 bunches and finds ready market at Jack- 
son Ville. 

Cocoanut-growing in Florida seems to bea 
success. In the region of Lake Worth there 
are about 20,000 trees growing. In 1878 a ves- 
sel loaded with these nuts was wrecked on the 
Dade coast and floated ashore near Lake Worth, 
most of whieh nuts were gathered and planted. 
The trees begin to bear in about seven years 
from planting, and the crop averages from 100 
to 200 nuts per tree. Very many more are be- 
ing planted, 

PORPOISE LEATHER. 

The manufacture of leather and oil from the 
porpoise is an industry which, in this country, 
is coufined exclusively to Cape Hatteras, 

There are other very exeellent places along 
the southern seacoast suitable to the business, 
but none of them possess She advantages of 
Hatteras, which, owing to the peculiar forma- 
tion of the beach, its proximity to the big 
North Carolina sounds, and the character of its 
inhabitants, all of whom are born fishermen, 
wake it fittingly the place for the business. 

There are two companies at work there, the 
Wilmington Oil and Leathér company and the 
American. The first of these own, either by 
]l: age or purchase, about one-third of the beach 
front, and their works are about two miles 
from the Hatterasinlet. The company has 
been very successful so far, and its stock is 
selling above par. The American Oil and 
Leather company,and a Virginia company 
working undera charter from that stock, has 
done no business there this summer, but will 
erect works this winter. The agent of the 
company isin England now, trying to engage 
experienced tanners who understand the 
working of the leather. Previous attempts 
to tan this leather by American work- 
men have not proved successful, and the home 
made material heretofore sold here can not 
compare with English work, which has been 
hurtful to the sale of it. The oil is used as lu- 
bricators, and is as good as, if not better than, 
sperm, it being enté#rely free from any fatty or 
animal substance. The meat and bone is made 
up into a fertilizer, and the. fins and tails are 
made into glue: consequently, none of the por- 
poise is wasted. During the past season—a re- 
markably severe one, by the way—the people 
of Hatteras were supported almost entirely 
by this business. If successful, as it seems it 
will be, the porpoise fisheries along the Atlan- 
tic coxst,in the years to come, will be of in- 
valuable benefit to the poor dwellers along 
these desolate and bsrren shores. 3 

The porpoises are caught by seines, which 
are carried out from shore by large boats and 
putaround them as they feed beyond the 
breakers. Semetimes as many as 200 aro 
cauchtatatime. The profits of the business 
are considerable, when the price of catching is 
compared. On a 5,000 catch, which would bea 
good year’s work with three or four seines, the 
profits on an economical basis amountto nearly 
$20,000.

The new oil will not only havea heavier body, 
insure more complete reservation of wood while 
avoiding discoloration and being odorless, but can 
be made at a cost to compete in price with the oils 
now nsed.

There is another city not far away, the lovely 
city of Aberdeen, where a patrician aristocracy 
settled in the long ago—in the days ‘when 
niggers was,’ as Dick Johnson says. Here, 
too, is a pride of ancestry; a pride of state and 
of our southland. It isa grand old tewn, and 
harbors much wealth and has a thriving busi- 
ners.

I made the acquaintance of 
an old gentleman—Captain High, who has been 
living here for fifty-two years, and is familiar 
with the Indian tongue and can tell the mean- 
ing ofallthe Indian names. The red man 
once possessed this state and all that is 
left of them is their singular names. Here we 
have counties withsuth names as Chickasaw 
and Chocktaw and Octibeho and Ya'obusha 
and Coahoma and Tishomingo and Itawamba 
and Noxubee and Neshoba, and many others.

He had reared his children 
to labor and had no drawback on his happi- 
ness, But Jast spring he thought he would run 
ever to Birmingham and look round, and 
while there he invested a thousand dollars in 
a parcel of land a mile or so away, and rented 
it out for twenty-five dollars a month, and 
came home. Two orthbree months ago he he- 
gan to receive letters about it, and so he went 
back again in December to see what was the 
matier. Calling on the gentleman who wrote 
1im for it, he was asked to price his property. 
True to nature, he thought he would ask a big 
price, :o as to have margin to come down a peg 
or two, and so he mustered up courage enough 
to say: “Well, 1 will take ten thousand dollars 
for it.”

Among the important and lucrative industries re- 
cently established in South Carolina is the sassa- 
fras oi] mill of Messrs. Lockabill & Co., now in ’suc- 
cessi] operation in Chester county. THE CoNsri- 
TUTION correspondent visited the milla few days 
ago and found everything working smoothly. Sev- 
eral huge piles of sassafras routs were lying in the 
yard. 

These roots are cutupand placedin six elimi- 
nants, and, by a process of evaporation, the oil is 
extracted from the roots. At present the proprie- 
tors are running only six eliminants, but they ex- 
pect to@nlarge the number from time totime as 
the supply of roots obtainable will warrant. 
Twelve hundred pounds of roots are 
used per charge, and two charges 
can be made each day. There isagreat demand 
for theoil, and Lockabill & Co. have standing or- 
ders forall manufactured at about forty cents a 
pound. Afterthe roots have been distilled they 
are used for fuel to rum the engine. 

Sassafras roots are abundant everywhere, and 
any persou whoowns land is very glad to have 
them dug up and taken away. 

{n the spring and summer Lockabill & C». con- 
template erecting additional eliminants for the 
distillation of pennyroyal, sarsaparilla, m iulein, 
passion flower (maypop) aud sumac, the oils 
from all of which are saleable at — prices. 

The digging of these roots and the procuri ¢ of 
herbs wiki give employment to a large num verof 
people, and the business in Chester is deg ined 
soon to become as important asit isin tlLet wns 
of western North Carolina.

In 1880 her population was nearly 900; now it 
must be at least 1,800. So you see we have 
been growing.” 

“To what do you attribute the present pros- 
perity of West End?” 

“That to me is an interesting «uestion,” re- 
plied Mr. Howell. ‘‘In the first place our loca- 
tion ischarming.

THE WEST END ACADEMY. 


This is one of the best educational institu- 
tions in the country, a sketch of which is pre- 


sented elsewhere. It was incorporated by the 
superior court of Fulton county in 1885. The 
building, furniture and grounds cost about 
29,000, and all are worth to-day not less than 
$12,000 or 315,000. Thetown of West End 
owus two-thirds of the stock, the citizens own- 
ing the balance, they having very generally 
and liberally subscribed to the common fund at 
the outset. It is now proposed to increase the 
capacity of the academy, besides adding to the 
faculty at the beginning of the next scholastic 
year, in September of this year, so that all new 
comers to West End can patronize the school. 
The tuition is now only ten dollars a year, but 
‘this does not defray all the expenses. The 
town treasury, however, supplies the balance, 
and by a slight increase in the tuition by next 
fall, the academy will undoubtedly be 
self-sustaining. Altogether the school 
is one of the most thorough 
and eflicient in the south and its teachers and 
patrons are proud of its standing. Its future 
is unusually bright, and its success assured, 
Professor Lamb din,the principal, has been un- 
tiring in his efforts to build it up, and the peo- 
ple of West End are more than satisfied with 
his work. 
PARK STREET METHODIST CHURCH, 

There are few more unique or attractive 
churcbes in the south than Park street Method- 
istchurch. It is built on the Queen Anne style 
of architecture, and would be an ornament to 
any city. 

Three years ago the little Methodist church 
near Mr. Anthony Murphy’s was the only 
church in West End. Its membership was less 
than a dozen and its congregation hardly more, 
as it was inaccessible and out of the way. A 
few zealous people, headed by the enegetic and 
popular pastor,H. W. Crumly, conceived the 
idea of building a church near the center of 
the town. and at a little meeting the preseut 
site of Park street church was selected as the 
place. The lot was owned by G. W. Adair, J. 
Henly and Burgess Smith and 
G. A. Howell and owas given 
to trustees for benefit of the new church, which 
was commenced in is84 and finished in 1s5=5, 
at acost of ten thusand dollars. The lot is 
worth about =3,000. The church is the pro- 
duct of earnest endeavor, hard word and trust 
in the Lord, and is one of the handsomest 
buildings of the kind to be seen anywhere.

cheap and economical figures as 
would be necessary for the purpose, and that nbd 
idea of subsidy for the mere creation of a line of 
trade and travel was proposed. There are com- 
panies;nominally or actually, of foreign organiza. 
tion, which I believe would compete for this 
eervice and furnish it at comparatively cheap 
figures. I believe also, that if that competition 
were admitted, an American company would s8e- 
cure the service, instead of a foreign company, but 
ata fairremuneration and not as the recipient 
of asubsidy. I think thereis good reason to ex- 
pect this result, ifopportunity be afforded for it, 
andjthat an enlargement of our postal facilities may 
be secured, with no vicious course of subsidy legis- 
lation to bring it about.

The debate was limited to two hours. At 
the end ofthat time, in which over a dozen 
members had spoken, an amendment, the joint 
production of Lanham of Texas, and 
Warner of Wisconsin, was agreed 
to, providing that the recoinage of trade dol- 
lars recoined under this act, shall not be con- 
sidered as part of the silver bullion required to 
be purchased and coined under the provisions 
oftke Bland law. The vote on the amend- 
ment was yeas 127, nays 99. The bill as so 
amended was passed, 174 to 36. 

As passed, the bill provides in its first section 
that for a period of six months after the pass- 
age of this act, the trade dollars, 1f not defaced, 
mutilated or stamped, shall be received at their 
face value in payment of all dues to the United 
States, and shall not again be paid out or in 
Section 2 provides 
that during the above period the 
holder of trade dollars, not muti- 
lated, defaced or stamped receive in ex- 
change on presentation of the same at the 
treasury, orany sub-treasury, a like amount 
and value, dollar for dollar, in standard silver 
dollars, or in subsidiary silver coins, at the op- 
tion of the holder. 

Section three directs that the trade dollars re- 
ceived by the government in payment of dues 
or in exchange, shall not be paid out, but shall 
be recoined into standard silver dollars or sub- 
Sidiary coin, at the discretion of the secretary 
of the treasury, provided that the recoinage of 
trace dollars recoined under this act, shall 
not be considered as part ofthe silver bultion 
required to be purchased and coined into 
standard dollars. as required by the act of 
February 2s, 1575. Section 4 repeals all laws 
authorizing the coinage and issuance of trade 
dollars.

The Anti-Polygamy Bill—The Centennial of 
the Constitution, Etc. 
WasHINGTON, February: 12.—It is learned 
that the section of the anti-polygamy bill 


. passed by the house, which excludes from the 


istration lists the names of all persons who 
reluse to take an oath to obey the Edmunds 
act, has been made much more stringent in 
conference. In its present shape the section 
excludes from registration those who refuse to 
support the law of 1832—the Edmunds act—or 
this amendatory act ; or who practice, aid, abet 
or avow a belief in polygamy. The conferes 
in adding these restrictions to the original bill 
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S refraining from the. practice of polygamy, 
while openly avowing their belief in the doc- 
trine. ; 

‘The house committee on judiciary today re- 
ported a substitute for Mr.Randali’s bill to po- 
vide for the appointment of government com- 
missioners to take part in the centennial anni- 
versary of the framing of the constitution. The 
substitute appropriates $100,000 to carry out 
the purposes of the bill, which covers substan- 
tially the same ground as the original bill, bat 
carefully guards the government from liability 
for a greater sum than is recommended to be 
appropriated, and includes the idea that the 
celebration is to be conducted under the au- 
spices or the direction of the federal govern- 
ment. 

The senate committee on commerce was in 
session all day today. About two-thirds of the 
river and harbor bill has been examined pre- 
liminarily, and suggested changes have been 
noted. No positive action will be taken until 
the whole measure has been studied and the 
aggregate of the proposed changes ascertained. 
It is now thought that the bill as it reaches 
the senate will appropriate about ten millions. 
The Hernepin and Portage canal projects are 
likely to be reported favorably, and the Stur- 
geon bay project adversely.

APPLYING FOR WORK. 


The Strikers Trying to Get Back Their Old 
Positions. 

New York, February 12.—The striking 
freight handlersand longshoremen are not all 
being received back to their old places. At 
pier No, 4, of the Pennsylvania railroad all of 
the old men were turned away when they ap- 
plied for reinstatement. The new hands had 
become efficient and no places were vacant. 
The Red Star and Inman steamship piers, in 
Jersey City, refused to take their old men back 
in a body, but were told that if they applied 
individually some of them would be taken 
on. Strikers who asked to be reinstated at the 
Erie railway docks were told to go home and 
wait until they were sent for. A _ similar an- 
swer was given the freight men of the Penn- 
sylvania road in Jersey City. The striking 
coal handlers show no sign of weakening, but 
their position is of very little consequence. 

Sov1u Ameoy, N. J., February 12.—The 
striking coal handlers here are roundly curs- 
ing members of district assembly 49, Knights 
of Labor of New York,- for giving in. The 
men hereare in a bad position. Their old 
places on the docks have been filled and most 
of them have no money and very limited cred- 
it. Several companies, shipping hard and soft 
coal from the dock, have, announced today, 
through their agents, that none ofthe new 
men would be discharged for the purpose of 
creating vacancies for the old men. 

At the Ocean association headquarters today 
one of the executive committee stated that the 
end of the strike would not end the boycott on 
the Old Dominion line.

ATTEMPT TO DESTROY PROPERTY. 

An cvident attempt to fire the freight shed 
ofthe Morgan steamship company at pier No. 
26, North river, foot of North Moore street, 
was made tonight about 10 o’clock, when an 
explosion occurred which caused a stampede 
among the truckmen who were slipping 
freiglitat the time. The gate of the shed, 
which contained a large quantity of freight, 


Ad- 
joining th@ Morgan dock is a _ freight 
shed where truckmen deliver their 
shipments. The shed contained a large amount 


livered there up to a late hour. There are two 
gatesinthe shed opening from West street 
The north gate was closed at the time of-the 
explosion. The other was open and a truck 
was backed up on the pier, from which the 
shipment of barbed fence wire was being un- 
loaded. There were several trucks unloading 
on the dock and several niore were drawn up 
in the street. Two policemen were 
on duty atthe pier. Roundsman Graham, 
of the steamboat squad, was standing 
in the front shed at 10 o’clock, when suddenly 
a loud explosion occurred: flames shot up from 
the rear of the closed gate and set fire to it. 
The explosion caused much alarm among non- 
union men employed on the pier. All hands 
fied for their lives. When it was thonght safe 
to venture near, water was thrown on the 
flames at the gate and blankets 
were used to extinguish them. Then an 
examination was made and it was discovered 
that no damage had been done. Evidently 
some explosive had been placed close to a 
fender at the gate. A search of the vicinity 
was made, and several pieces of glass and the 
neck of a pint whisky flask was found. Near 
by was a small tin box. These were taken to 
a stationhouse and examined. The flask had 
contained phosphorus. The police do not 
think that the tin box had any connection 
with the explosion. The whole contents 
of the flask, before it was shattered, is only a 
matter of conjecture. Phosphorus had been 
used to ignite the explosive, whatever it is. 
There was an odor of phosphorus near the 
scene of the explosion. Dynamite was at first 
thonght to have been the agency used, but 
this theory was abandoned because of the 
trifling damage done. The police regard the 
explosion as an attempt made by the defeated 
strikers. or some one in sympathy with them, 
to damage the company’s property. 


Strikes Abroad. 

LONDON, February 12.—Two thousand em- 
ployes of Bolckow, Vaughn & Co., iron masters 
and steel manufacturers of Middlesborough-on- 
Tees, who on January 28 struck for an ad- 
vance in wages, in consequence of which the 
firm closed the mills, have, with a few excep- 
tions, agreed’ to withdraw their demand and 
return to work. The mills were reopened to- 
day. The few strikers who hold out are 
boiler men, and their. places have all been 
filled with other men. 

The strike at the Cleveland steel works has 
been settled, the masters having granted an 
increase in wages.

AUGUSTA WRAPPED UP IN THE 
FLAMES.

The Masonic Halil, the Theater, the Globe Hotel 
and Other Prominent Buildings Destroyed 
~A Big Fire in Marietta- 6svannah 
is Also Visited—Losses, Etc. 


AvuGUSTA, Ga., February 12.---[Special.]--- 
The beautiful new Masonic theater,in which 
Augusta took pride, together with the Globe 
hotel and thirteen stores adjoining, were 
burned to the ground tonight by fire... The loss 
on the building and goods in stecx will 
amount to about $200,000 in round numbais, 
it being the largest and most destructive c)n- 
flagration which has ever visited Augusta. 

THE START OF THE FIRE. 

A few minutes after six o'clock this after- 
noon, smcke was seen issuing from the rear 
window of the Masonic theater, on Ellis street. 
The alarm was immediately sounded, and the 
department responded quickly, but before the 
stream could be gotten on, the entire rear por- 
tion of the mammoth building was one mass 
of fames. The matinee of Mrs. Bowers’ com- 
pany had only concluded about thirty minutes 
b. fire the fire was discovered, 
thereby preventing a stampede and great 
loss of life. It is learned froma boy employed 
onthe stage that the fire was caused by the 
border lights having been left burning near 
one of the back windows, which was open. 
Thus the wind blew one of the border cur- 
tains in the gas jet, which was the cause of 
the fire. No one wasin the theater at the time, 
and the flames were discovered by outsiders, 
In a short while after the engines arrived on 
the scene, about a half dozen streams were di- 
reeted on the burning building, but so great 
was the headway ofthe fire at the time that 
they were of no advantage, and seemed to feed 
the fire rather than extinguish it. Streams 
were played on the building from both Broad 
and Ellis streets. but the fire had gained such 
headway that it was seen tobe impossible to 
extinguish it, and the firemen sect to work to 
prevent its spreading. 

THE FIRE SPREADS. 

The etiorts were, however, of no benefit, for 
in a remarkably short time the flames spread 
to the rear portion of the Globe hotel, and ina 
few minntes thereafter the side walls fell, set- 
ting fire to the shoe store of J. B. White & Co.

King Leo- 
pold will be cammander-in-chief of the Belgium 
forces, with General Brivalmont as chief of 
staff. The count of Silander, brother of the 
king, will command the first army corps, and 
General Vandersmissen the second.

The 
creditors of the knights have been patiently 
awaiting their money, as was] Jpromised 
them by Mr. Wright ever since, 
but none came and yesterday they decided to 
bring suit against the general executive board 
of knights with headquarters in Philadelphia. 
The services of Mr. Patrick Sallivan, a well 
known and progressive young lawyer, were en- 
gaged. _He, upon examination, has learned 
that quite a large amount of money is 

DEPOSITED IN A PHILADELPHIA BANK 

to the credit of the general executive board, 
and against them he has filed a bill. The 
creditors have claimed that they caa 
furnish evidence. that there was contractial 
relation between them and the 
executive board, thus establishing their legal 
liability. 

“The constitution and by-laws of the order,”’ 
says Mr. Sullivan, ‘makes the executive board 
liable for debts contracted in support of alock- 
out, and if the order repudiates this liability 
here or seeks to avoid it in courts of law, the 
effect will be disastrous when the general order 
shall ever undertake future reliability or re- 
sponsibility for debts contracted under similar 
circumstances.”

The one is helpless with- 
out the other. When the capitalist is him- 
self an expert there is no reason why he 
should not go ahead. If he is not an expert 
he should ally himself with one.

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It will be seen that the averaging figures 
for 185 are surpassed, The 665 bales made 
on 20 acres in ’85 has grown to 92 bales on 
20 acres in 1886, or nearly five bales to the 
acre. This result is remarkable. Except 
for the severe official conditions and oaths 
under which the test was made, one would 
be disposed to doubt itsaecuracy. But asit 
is, thegmatter is beyond doubt. The figures 
are correctly given, and the contests may be 
accepted as insuring absolute accuracy. We 
can go even further than this. There were 
perbaps two hundred contestants for each 
year, scattered over the three states of Ala- 
bama, Georgia and Carolina. The average 
yield of these two hundred farmers for ’S5 
was 73:2 pounds of lint cotton to the acre, or 
more than 1) bales. The average yield of 
the two hundred farmer contestants for ’86 
was $60 pounds of lint cotton to the acre, 
or considerably over two bales. 

These figures must open the eyes of all 
men who contend that farming will not pay 
in Georgia, and that a man should leave 
Georgia to find richer lands. Let us see 
what these figures teach:

to achieve this result is small. Mr. S'm3, 
with one ton of fertilizer on five acres raised 
10,867 pounds of cotton, It cost him $30 to 
feitilize his five acres, and he took off of 
them $902 worth of lint cotton. About the 
seme result was achieved by Messrs. Ray and 
Pyron. Mr. Truitt, who took the first pre- 
mium year before last, put nearly four 
tors of fertilizer on his tive acres 
list year, but did not reach as 
good a result by 2,000 pounds of cotton as 
Mr. Sims, who used only one ton of fertilizer.

yield of cotton is so small that there is not 
afarmerin the south who wonld not be 
richly repaid by putting from one to ten 
acres every. year under intensive treatment. 

2d. These results do not depend upon lo- 
cality. More than two hundred farmers 
contested. These farmers were scattered 
throughort three states. They averaged 
over two bales to the acre on five acre 
patches. ‘This demonstrates that the aver- 
age lands throughout the south, taken any- 
where and properly treated, will produce 
two bales of cotton to the acre instead of one 
bale to three acres;as is now the average. 
It shows also that no man has a patent on 
the process, but that out of two hundred 
farmers who tried it, the entire number av- 
eraged over two bales to the acre. 

3d. The contest shows the influence of a 
single intensive farm on a community, Mr. 
Truitt, of Troup county, took the first pre- 
miumin’sS,. His farm was a model of 
beauty before his crop was gathered, The 
effect of what he had shown could be done 
by treating lfis land right, is seen in this 
year’s competition. The four first premi-

ith. The result in corn planting is quite 
as remarkable. In 1285 there were a hun- 
dred Georgia farmers who contested for corn 
premiums. The entire acreage planted by 
three hundred farmers averaged 81 bushels 
of shelled corn to the acre in’S5, In 1886 
a larger number contested, and the average 
was vdvanced from > bushels of shelled 
corn to the acre, to 102 bushels. The single 
acre premium was taken by a farmer who 
raised 164 bushels of shelled eorn, 

These facts and tigures cannot be misun- 
derstood, They preve that there is no bet- 
ter farmipg land on earth than in Georgia, 
Alabama, and Carolina. They prove that 
any man whotreats his land right will be 
enriched by its product. They prove that 
intensive farming is the proper method of 
farming, and that it is cheaper to cultivate 
astall farm well than to scratch the sur- 
face of a large plantation. They prove that 
x man by intelligence and prudent outlay 
can get fom five acres as much cotton as he 
has been accustomed to get from sixty acres, 
and that the cost of cultivation is very much 
less. by making five acres give him the 
cotton that titty acres formerly gave, he can 
put 45 acres down to grass or in other crops, 
making enough to support him and his 
family the year through on the five acres in- 
tensively farmed, There is no better coun- 
try inthe world than Georgia and the ad- 
joining states, and no better and safer and 
more profitable business than farming if a 
man will mix a little brain with his hands 
when he goes to till the soil. 


West End and Its Advantages. 

Elsewhere in this issue of Tire ConstitTu- 
TION we present some of the facts concern- 
ing West End, together witha few or the 
pictorial effects to be found there. The facts 
that are presented are worthy of attention, 
showing, as they do, the natural growth of 
the most attractive suburbto be found in 
the neighborhood of Atlanta.

Itis a fact, however, that people will 
seek good water and fresh air, and in this 
respect West End has advantages over any 
subuib in the neighborhood of Atlanta, Dur- 
ing the summer the western and southern 
breezes that cool it off are not polluted by con- 
tact with city air. Its hills are high and its 
situation the most perfect from a sanitary 
point of view that could be desired. | 
As to its other advantages we need not 
s . It has the hest educational advant- 


_ ages to be found in aby community in the 
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| state: it has low taxes and good society; it 


has perfect drainage iv all ‘directions, and it 
has the purest water to be found anywhere 
around Atlanta. The citizens are to be con- 
gratulated upon the advantages they enjoy.

THE PRIVATE CALENDAR. 

Thernles of the house set apart Friday of 
exch week for the consideration of the bills on 
the private calendar, but this rule accomplishes 
very little, as the private calendar isthe ob- 
ject of attack of every member who is anxions 
to secure consideration for some measure in 
which he is more directly interested than he 
is in the claims which so many people have 
against the government. The private calen- 
dar is the object of universal sneers from the 
press, and the men who come to congress with 
claims are looked upon as frauds to be avoided. 
But congress is the only court to which 
appeals for justice can be made by those who 
have been defrauded of their rights by the 
government, and yet there is less justice to 
private parties dealt out in the halls of con- 
gress than in the most corrupt municipal court 
in the world. There are accounts unsettled 
hetween the United States and individuals in 
which the United States is the debtor, which 
have been running almost since the time the 
government was organized. These unsettled 
xecounts are from millions down to very in- 
significant sums, but they are all treated alike. 
There is, in fact, one bill which has 
been constantly introduced in every congress 
since the first; its merit is indisputable; time 
after time one house or the other has passed 
npon it and still final action is lacking. The 
cost of printing the papers in this case would 
proably go a long way towards liquidating the 
indebtedness of the government. Butcongress 
would rather spend a million in delaying a set- 
fiement than a thousand in bringing one about. 
(Constant efforts have been made to secure some 
general legislation which shall relieve congress 
from'the necessity of examining into and pass- 
ikg upon the merits of these private claims. If 
competent jurisdiction should be given to some 
court the saving of the government would be 
enormous and the relief of the 
pressure on the legislalative branch 
would in itself be compensation 
enough even if every claim filed should be de- 
cided in favor of the claimant. An _  in-

CHICAGO, February 12—There was another big 
slump in wheat today, which carried May de ivery 
down to 79%4c, which is the lowest price at which 
that option has sold on the presentdrop. The mar 
ket opened a little off, owing to cold weather and a 
report that many wheat fields were covered with 
frozen sleet. It was only for a moment, however 
as Oflerings grew steadily larger, a coterie of local 
operators throwing very large quantities on the 
market. Starting at 811,@815¢e as the highest price 
of the morning, the decline did not stop until 80};c 
had been touched, after which the market showed 
a little steadiness, followed by another quick de- 
cline to inside figures, There was considerable ex- 
citement attending the last downward plunge, and 
it had the effect of bringing out another large 
amount of long wheat. There was also yery free 
selling of short wheat, with the bears predicting 
that prices would still go considerably lower. The 
feeling at {the close was very flat.

The Deputy Marshals Make a Number of 
Raids. 


Yesterday United States Deputy Marshals | 


P. H. Milton and George D. Tankersly, aided by 
Collector Alexander, made a raid upon a big illicit 
distillery in Gilmer county and seized the largest 
still ever captured in Georgia. It was a 125 gallon 
still. The establishment was thoroughly eq 

with all the appliancesand furniture usually found 
in such a concern. Some 3,000 gallons of beer, 
twelve gallonsot whisky, 170 gallons of low wine 
and some firearms were also taken. All except 
the copper still and the guns were destroyed. The 
officers arrested in the distillery John Elis and 
Virgil Strickland, who were brought to Atlanta 
and committed to Fulton county jail. 

United States Marshals Robinson and Harbison, 
went toa place called Pleasant Retreat, in White 
county where, it was reported to them, a band of 
bold illicit distillers were running a big establish; 
ment, The place was said to bethe rendezvous 
for moonshiners, and the officers went prepared to 
capture them at all hazards. The revyentie men 


found the distillery in full blast, and succeeded in. 


capturing W. H. Roberts, W.J. Bryant, Apstin 
Bruce, Sidney Dowdy and Alexander. Sutton, In 
the building were found four shot guhs and a rifle, 
nll of which were loaded. When the moonshiners 
descried the revenue raiders approachiitg the 
building, they seized two of the weapons and were 
about to fire, but were deterred by some 
of the oflicers, who got the drop upon them. 
The desperate distillers at first were 
disposed to show resistance but soon submitied to 
arrest. The establishment was found to be an ex- 
tensive and well appointed one. It contained all 
the appliances for the distillery of whisky in large 
quantities. The paraphernalia was destroycd 
and the captives—Roberts, Bryant, Austin, Bruce, 
Dowdy, Luther and Alexander—were brought to 
the city. They had apreliminary examination be- 
fore United States Commissioner Haight. Bryant, 
Dowdy and Roberts gave bond, and Bruce and 
Sutton were discharged tor lack of evidence. 

United States Deputy Marshal T. W. Kellogg 
came to Atlanta yesterday, haying in his custody 
Marion Callahan, arrested on the charge of work- 
ing in an illicit distillery. In default of bond, 
United States Commissioner Haight committed 
him to jail. 

United States Deputy Marshal George W. Kirk- 
ley arrested in Catoosa county Samuel J. Brumlow, 
charged with operating an illicit distillery. Inde- 
fault of bail he was sent to jail. 

Atg place named Walnut Grove, in Walton 
county, Samuel Kent was apprehended whilst 
working for an illicit distillery. Yesterday he was 
brought to Atlanta by United States Deputy N. W. 
Scott, and, not being able to furnish the requisite 
bail, was committed to jail by United States Com- 
missioner Haight.

\ Zouave Company to be Formed in the

Time was when the military spirit in Atlanta 
was atavery low ebb, but for the last six 
months the young men of the city have taken 
an active interest in all matters pertaining to 
soldiery. Some few months age a movement 
was set on foot by twoor three skipping clerks 
to form a zouave company. These young men 
started out to canvass the city, and from the 
tirst mention of their project attracted the at- 
tention of others.

They 
want to make the death penalty easy, pleasant and 
delightful.

current through his toes and die with his boots on, 
He might sit in a chair with his feet resting on the 
plates, and die comfortably,

them. A man is usually sixteen minutes in dying 
at the end of a hangman's rope, and he usually 
suffers a great deal before death comes to relicve 
A one-cell battery would kill all the pris »n- 
ers whog willever be hanged in the tombs.under 
the present law. The only people opposed to the 
use of electricity in capital punishment are the 
hangmen, and they are opposed to it because it 

would throw them oui of work. . If the gallows ar 
taken down all the hapgmen in the country will 
strike.

Who Burned Columbia’—The Question Answered 


by One of Sherman’s Soldiers-A Vivid Pic- 
ture of the City’s Destruction—The 
Events of the Awful Night. 


Not long since, whilst standing in on¢ of the 
sircets of Columbia, S. ( , my attention was at- 
trgctcd by a stranger whose mysterious manner 
and strange behavior excited my curiosity. He 
was a man of genteel appearance, with astrong, 
honest face, and handsomely but plainly 
dressed. He had just registered at one of the 
hotels, and had come out into the street to in- 
spect the city. He walked a short distance, 
looking about and above him, when he sud- 
denly stopped and heaved a sigh, his compressed 
lips and contracted features denoting suifering 
of an acute character. The average observer 
would have identified him as one of the many 
northern tourists who make yearly pilgrimages 
to Carolina’s beautiful capital to enjoy 
its healing, balmy air.

bad thrust bayonets through costly mirrors 
and rare paintings, and destroyed all that they 

could not carry off as loot. 

“And yet,” interrupted my companion, “the 
question has heen discussed and it is still one 
of the unsettled problems of the age as to who 
hurnt Columbia. My dear sir,’ he continued, 
with earnestness, ‘that question should never 
have beeu asked. I know whereof I speak, 
and am willing to proclaim it to the world— 
General W.T. Sherman was the incendiary 
whose torch laid low the queen city of the 
south. Heis the author and finisher 
of the city’s ruin and desolation. 
Never was there a more senseless question 
raised. If you marvel that I, coming from ‘the 
very heart of yankeedom, should assert Sher- 
man’s guilt. your astonishment is natural, I 
will tell you I know that Sherman burnt Co- 
lumbia. I was one of his men. I wore the 
blue. I was a private, and marched in his 
army through the south. When we-did the 
hellish work my heart was imbued with the 
sare hate and malignity that filled his own. 
I addressed myself to the task of obliterating 
from the face of the earth the city that had 
been the birthplace of secession, the very hot- 
bed of disunion. With what fiendish glee did 
I wrap inflammable materials arouud a torch, 
dip it in turpentine, light it and then ply it to 
residence after residence.” 

I shuddered and indignantly moved off, but 
the Bostonian stopped me and proceeded: 

“Iam not offended at your rightzous indig- 
nation. It is natural: but only hear methrough. 
For years wy conscience has condemned 19, 
and I haye long since repented of the part | 
played in the black tragedy, and as far as ] 
pessibly could have made reparation for the 
work | helped todo on that night, Such resti- 
tution asI have been able to make, I have 
cheerfully made, and my conscience now a°- 
quits me, although I shall never be able to 
wipe from memory the hideous scenes of that 
terrible night of woe and suffering. I am bet- 
ter and nobler than General Sherman, because 
I have. confessed my crime and have 
repentcd and made restitution, while 
he _ still denies his guilt aud 
seeks to fasten upon the great and good Wade 
Hempton the infamous crime. History will 
be outraged if the truth is not told about this 
matter. Jam willing to assert that I was cog- 
nizant of the plan to burn Columbia. It was 
systematic and premeditated. Whenin Geor- 
gia, marching toward South Carolina, the sgol- 
diers all understood what Columbia’s fate 
should be. When Sherman was in Savannah 
he received a letter from General Halleck in 
which Halleck told him to destroy both 
Charleston and Columbia, and Sherman replied 
that he would not forget the hints. He 
further wrote that his men had the reputation 
of doing their work pretty thoroughly when 
they attempted anything, and that they were 
burning with an insatiable desire to wreak 
vengeance upon the cities of Charles- 
ton and Columbia. I myself 
Leard General Sherman say to General Howard: 

‘Our men are imbued with the right spirit and 
they will do the work completely. I almost 
tremple at South Carolina’s fate, but the world 
will say she deserved it.’ When we reached 
Co.,umbia ] beard the orders proclaimed to lay 
everything in ashes, and the men faithfully cx- 
ecuted those orders, If my testimony is ofany 
vaine,”’ concluded my companion, ‘‘you may 
use it in any way that suits you.” 

When our walk was at an end, we parted on 
the best pessible terms. The next day Mr. 
Rutherford K. Armstrong, (for it was he who 
hed been my companion), started for the east 
In the meantime, I had jotted down the sub- 
stance of his confessions, and have above faith- 
fully reproduced it for the edification of the 
readers of THE CONSTITUTION, 

Who burnt Columbia? 

Many may regard this asa stale, flat and 
unprofitable enquiry. But itis not’so. Every 
boecy in the scuth knows that the city was] de- 
streyed by General W.T. Sherman. Many 
people in the north still believe that Sherman 
is innocent of the crime and that Wade Hamp- 
ton is responsible for the city’s destruction. 
Not long ago the Nation, in .reviewing Presi- 
dent Davis’s book, “The Rise aud Fall of the 
Confederate (,overnment,” said: 

General Sherman has distincily stated in his 
memoirs not only that he did not direct the burn- 
ing of Columbirz, in South Carolina, but that he or 
Gered the protection of thetown and the pitting 
out of the cotten fires, which were, tn facet, bnurnh- 
ing when the federal troops entered the city 
‘here might be r-om for debate over the fact of 
obedience to these o:.ders, but none for disputing 
the truth of the statement that they were given. 

Mr. Davis, therefore, treats the matter as if

Instead of undertaking to answer the above 
disclaimer or to adduce the cumulative ev! 
dence of Sherman’s guilt, I will lay down ™y 
pen and permit a distinguished foreigner to 
picture what he witnessed on the night of Feb- 
ruary 17, 1965. Mr. August Conard, who 
writes under the pen name of “Felix Ciacias, 
thus graphically narrates the incidents of that 
memorable ccecasion : 

‘Night with her sable pall covered Columbia 
usually so quiet and peaceable, but tonight fuil 
of tumult and disorder. Night came on for the 
evil foe, who was leboring with many thou- 
sand busy hands at herdestruction. Night was 
unwelcome to the unfortunate people who 
locked to the near future in anxiety and dis- 
tress. There was rest and recuperation for no 
one this night. 

“As it was getting dark” the soldiers camp- 
ed in the streets and made fire to cook their 
supper. I spoke to the captain qnartered in oar 
hovse, representing the danger of thisfcourse— 
so much cotton lying near, and many other 
inflammable substances. I had for my trouble 
my pains. The captain sneeringly asked me 
wkatI had todo with the soldiers?)—whether 
] had a kitehen where they could prepare 
their meals’ 1lsaidno more. I could not 
afford to effend th’s man, whostill had aspark 
of decency and authority. I invited him and 
the two lieutenants to partake of our frugal 
supper. But before l wasready a new event 
attracted our attention. A mighty pillar of 
fire and smoke arose at some ilistance. (ne 
of the railroad depots sitaated at the lower 
end of the city was burning, and the cotton 
stored there furnished ample food for the 
flames, But in the excitement of the hour it 
made littleor no impression till the flames 
were seen in the opposite direction also; and, 
when a few minutes afterward a house standing 
next to ours was burning, the conviction began 
to dawn upon us that the firing of the city was 
premeditated, its extent incalculable, and this 
thought filled us with dismay. 

“Heartrending cries of distress were heard 
amid this tumult from persons robbed or other- 
wise molested, or from people threatened by 
the fire. Here and there you would see unfor- 
tunates, with littie children upon their arms, 
or with some few valuables or necessaries, run- 
ning from these human devils and from the 
fire, looking for safety, but only to find fresh 
misery and destruction in the place they had 
thought safe. 

it was terrible! and the consciousness of 
the unfortunates that there was no possible 
chance of escape made their condition one of 
hopeless despair. I had almost 
reached Mrs, McCully’s, (still free from fire, ) 
with only an occasional loss of a small pack- 
ape, snatched in passing by one of the sol- 
diers, when suddenly a company of soldiers 
crossed my path, in marching order, under 
command of acaptain. This troop was doubt- 
less acting as a patrol, and I was simple enough 
to think them no thieves, but the protectors of 
the distressed. I moderated my course, almost 
exhausted as I was from my long and circuit- 
ous walk. Imetupwith the detachment at 
the corner of the street, and hoped to make the 
way—same as theirs—under their protection. 
But I was balted, and asked by the captain 
what i was carrving. Itold him I was Han- 
overian consul, and that my baggage consisted 
partly of my own property and partly of con- 
sular papers, rescued with much labor from the 
flames. Butthe captain, who was curious, 
proposed to convince’ himself of the 
truth’ of my _ assertion, aud took my 
baggage from me. I had to unlock the box: 
the whole party handled thescattered contents. 
Une took this, another that, and they left me 
Lothing but the empty box, the consular seal 
i.datew letters and vaineless papers. Il ro- 
tests and pravers availed nothing: and my cries 
ot ae *} air at the great loss the extent of which, 
i the excitement of the moment, I did not 
even realize, the threat that I 
shouid be instantly killed if I did not stay 
quiet. Not satisticd with the result of this 
robbery, the captain now demanded my wateh 
and my portemonnaie; and humbled as I was, 
in presence of this brute force, and also to 
avoid having my person searched, I voluntarily 
gave him what he asked, 

‘Now at last the fames reached this upper 
part of Main street. The rush at our house 
became stronger, and soon our brave protector 
could no longer ward oif the robbers, who were 
breaking in doors and windows. The wild 
horde came, everything was broken open or 
knocked in. What they thought they could 
use they carried ofi; all else was destroyed. I 


took the poor family away almost empty-hand- 


ed; the house wag already burning. We had 
the greatest dififmity to save the old grand- 
mother, who barely escaped a fiery death, As 
she was being carried out by two faithful ne- 
grecs I collared one of the soldiers of the noble 
army of liberation who was in the act setting 
fire to the bed in which the old lady lay, I 
was summoned thither by the cries of distress, 
and in the nick of time prevented this cruel 
murder. In the dispute that ensued I learned, 
to my horror, that this brute was a ,Ger- 
man, who could barely talk English. This 
was one of the specimens of the brave soldiers 
my fatherland sent ostensibly to fight slavery, 
but in reality to rob and murder. Nor, 1 am 
sorry tosay, was he the only one of his race 
among those who perpetrated such deeds of 
shame. It was the usual custom of these vile 
rascals, after having plundered a house, to set 
the beds on fire, their object, to make the de- 
struction thorough and fatal, being best accom- 
plished in this way. 

Burned cut again and roofless Once more, | 
left the house With the McCulleys, who now 
witnessed the sad sight of their house in amass 
of flame. illuming to its late denizens their 
ead, homeless way. But whither should we 
go? There was but little choice now: but com- 
paratively few houses were left, and these most 
likely would fall a prey to cruel fate. I thought 
I would go to my friends, the Gronings, of Ar- 
senal Hill. Looking in that direction I found 
everything dark; the fire had not reached that 
part of the city. Part of my refugeeing com- 
psnions, the old grandmother, the invalid 
father, (both of whom soon afterwards died, ) 
with two daughters, found shelter with rela- 
tives near where 1 was going. Mrs, McCully 
and her other two daughters accompanied me 
to Mr. Groning’s, where we arrived safely, not, 
however, without having been robbed on the 
way of the greater part of the articles of value 
we started out with. ran 

‘By this time I had become callous vo the re- 
peated attacks and blows of fortune which 
during the last few hours—that appeared to 
mea whole eternity—bad come upon me so 
thick and fast. I became indifferent even at 
the terribly magnificent spectacle of the sea 
of flame, which, viewed from Arsenal Hill, 
where I now was, was spread out before me 
aud below me, from the midst of which re- 
eourdsed a tumultuous confusion of voices. I 
now thought only of myself and the unfortu- 
nate people under my care, to whom I could 
atiord but very little help or protection.” 

The near approech of the twenty-second an- 
niversary of that awful night—the 17th of 
February: -suggests to me what I saw and 
heard and felt on that never-to-be-furgotten 
occasion, The picture of Columbia's destruc- 
ticn is painted with a combination of brilliant 
hues and sombre tints. The event was one of 
mingled tragedy and comedy. While our: 
hearts bhked at the memory of. the 
dark decds enactcd, a smile will occasionally 
force itself upon us as we recall the grotesque 
happenings of the night. Here is one of the 
maby comical incidents: 


An old negro frantically rushed from his 
burning cabin, bearing on his back, as his sole 
treasure, a mammoth bag of meal. “Thank de 
Lord,” he cried, “I ain’t gyne to starb, if I 
nearly git burn up. Meand my méal is safe 
sure,” and on he tottered, weighed low with 
his burthen. “Let's surprise caffec,” said a 
soldier, as he thrust hig» bayonet into the sack, 
through which a sma!! stream of meal bogaa 
to pour. Unconscious o” the wrong, the old 
msn went his way, looking toward an old 
feld as his haven of safety. °Bres 
de master.” he ejaculated, as he went 
his way. “De scripture don be falfilled dis 
night. De good Lord say, ‘I gwine to help 
you to bear de burden and to make dom light,’ 
and sure ’nough ebey step I take my load git 
lighter,’ and on he wentin the fulfilment of 
the scriptural promise. Suddenly he 
andexclaimed: “It seem to medis here logd 
git too light. De Lord nebber say he gwine to 
teke al! ¢e burden,” and grasping the well nigh 
em pty bag, he iooked back and the stresm .of 
Lie Jaith cissely din a lineef meal as far da 
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as hiseye could trace. “De Lord!” he exclaim- 
ed, “dem Yankees dey aint satisfied wid burn- 
ing us up, but dey conjured my meal, and cheat 
my master out of his promises.” 

“Come, boys!” cried a blue-clad hero, “bring 
your spades. I’ve found apile of treasure,” 
and with his bayonet he stuck itdeep intoa 
new-made mound inthe garden adjoining a 
residence. ‘See! the rebs have buried gold and 
silver here. Be quiet, or a crowd will come to 
divide our spoils,’ and ina few minutes four 
men were at work digging up the box 
in which the supposed treasures were hid. 
It was hard work to go 


| four feet down and lift upa heavy box from 
| the damp earth. 


Eagerly they worked, and 
in due time their reward came. (Cireedily they 
broke the top from the box and quickly, with 


| oaths in their mouths, they drew back, as the 


half decayed carcass of a dead dog met their 
gaze. It was the body ofa pet Newfoundland 
dog that some children had wept over and 
had caused to be buried beneath the shade ofa 
Jaurel. little dreaming that their Carlo would 
suffer such ignoble a resurrection. 

The recital of the experience of the late Dr. 
Shand, D. D., revered and loved as the oldest 
Episcopal minister in the state, is sufficient to 
cause the blush of shame to mount the cheek 
of every soldier who wore the blue. At the 
alarm ot fire his first thought was to protect 
the sacrimental service of his church. With 
uncovered head he rushed from his house to 
the church, near by, aud succeeded in obtain- 
ing it. Picture the scene. This old servant of 
Ged, with streaming silver hair, hurrying 
through the glare and smoke, pressing close t» 
his breast the sacred emblems of his faith— 
those secred| cups from which he had admuinis- 
tered fora quarter of a century to his children 
in Christ the symbolic {blood of the Saviour. 
Searcely had he left the portals of the church 
when he was met by a group of soldiers, who, 
with threats and oaths accosted him, “See here, 
old reb,”’ cried one, “Give us your cups.” 

“Never '”’ cried the brave veteran, ‘‘That 
which is holy I shall not give unto the dogs,” 
and he lifted high above his head the heavy 
silver goblets. Witha fiendish Jaugh and yell 
one man caught the trembling hands, while an- 
other wrestled the sacred vessel from bis 
clenched fingers. 

“Here, boys, drink tothe health of the brave 
old reb; he’s ye health old man!” and from a 
jug that they carried the sacreligious warriors 
poured the goblets to the brim, and drank the 
burning draught.

garity.”’ Mr. Lathrop's article is the result of 
some very foolish and spiteful comments that 
have been made here and there on his article 
in Harper on “The Literary Movement in New 
York.” It bas been charged that Mr. Lathrop 
inthat article wrete as the mouth-piece of a 
[admiration society,” 4 most absurd 
charge considering all the circumstances. Asa 
matier of fact there is no puffing in Mr. 
Lathrop’s article. Itissimply what it pur- 
ports to be—a pleasantly turned paper on the 
literary activities in the metropolis, and was 
probably the result of a suggestion on the 
part ofthe editor of the magazine. Mr. La- 
throp’s remarks on literary backbiting are ex- 
ceedingly vigorous. The article of Mr. Jalian 
Magnus on “The Condition of the American 
Stage” makes very entertaining reading. Mr, 
Magnus regards the present condition of the 
American stage as very unsatisfactory, and the 
causes which have mainly contributed to bring

The variety ele- 
ment is popular with the public, and it will 
keep its place on the stage, to the exclusion of 
real dramatic ait, until the public taste is im- 
proved, QOuida’s essay on ‘‘Vulgarity” is 
worthy of attention if it really is a symptom 
of reform.
